Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting 

May 20-21, 2002 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

It was record attendance for the first two nights of 
Mattapoisett 7 s Annual Town Meeting this week as voters 
convened in the soon-to-be-demolished auditorium of 
Old Rochester Regional High School on Monday, May 20 
at 7:00 pm to consider the first of 26 articles on the war- 
rant. Although an impressive turnout of some 500-plus 
voters made for standing-room-only on Monday and 
some 400 voters returned on Tuesday, it was far from the 
usual, brisk run-through of unanimous votes during the 
marathon two-night session. Every article and line item 
seemed to be the subject of detailed scrutinty and debate, 
much to the chagrin of Town Moderator William Blasdale, 
who often mused on how well he was being paid ($200) to 
preside over Town Meetings. 

At press time on Tuesday night, May 21, voters 
had only managed to make it to ARTICLE 11 on the 
warrant — a point by which many past Town Meetings 
had been concluded. As of this writing, a third night of 
Town Meeting would convene on Wednesday, May 22 at 
7:00 pm, with more than half the warrant articles still 
pending. 

One of the key reasons many voters seemed to 
attend was a financial outlook which painted a bleak 
picture over the course of the next five years, given the 
prognostications of the Finanace Committee (FinCom) in

both a letter to residents and a Pre-Town Meeting held 
earlier this month. As such, FinCom Chairman Richard 
Gamache again told voters the stark news: that an average 
home valued at $300,000 could expect to see taxes increase 
as high as $8,000 a year by 2009. 

"It's not peanuts ... all things being equal, you've 
got to assume that people's incomes and other sources of 
revenue are going to increase/ 7 Mr. Gamache said. "Those 
numbers are probably not worst case, (but) they're an 
average of what we can expect to see here." 

Residents like Steve Lombard also echoed the 
sentiments and concerns of FinCom members. 

"We know we're in trouble, we know it's not 
going to be an easy fix this year or next year," Mr. 
Lombard said. "I'm talking about the young people and 
the elderly. We've been very very generous to the school 
system of the town, but there comes a time when we look 
at these numbers, that some things have to occur. From 
June 1992 to June 2001, we have proposed 79 overrides. 
The voters have approved 44 of those. There were 16 
permanent overrides proposed by the town — (those are) 
permanently on the tax rate. Added to that is the 2.5 
percent growth each year. We have done an override for 
rubbish collection three times. We've had 19 debt exclu- 
sions. We keep on going this way and we're going down 
this way again. One of the things we need to look at is the 
deferral of the Center School project. I realize it's not 
popular to present that, but it's an option. It's becoming a

19), Building Inspector (Grade 19 to Grade 21), and to 
delete the COA Assistant Van Driver position entirely. 
Personnel Board member Bert Theriault presented the 
article, and noted the change in classification for the two 
positions was to bring them in line with area towns, and 
the Assistant Van Driver position would simply fall under 
the Van Driver description. 

A resident motioned that the Library Director 
position be voted on separately, as he had ''problems' 7 
with the current Library Director. Mr. Theriault noted the 
job of the Personnel Board is to evaluate the position.

has been negotiated as part of an evaluation of the 
position done last year before Town Meeting. 

Among other budget line item "holds": 

• Line Item 25 - Legal Expenses: $50,000. Mr. 
Gamache explained that was the town's Legal Expenses 
line item, another $18,185 would be transferred from the 
now-defunct Town Mechanic's salary into a new line item 
25A to cover "additional legal expenses for The Regatta 
appeal," he said. 

• Line Item 52 - Police Officer Wages. "It's 
upsetting to me that we can't fund our schools at four 
percent, but we're upping our police officer wages by 
$45,713," said resident Lori Bardwell. Again, Mr. 
Gamache noted these salaries and wages were contractual 
obligations. 

• Line Item 81: Tree Warden Expenses. "Over the 
years we seem to keep dealing with the same, archaic 
form of government," said resident Brad Hathaway. "In 
most towns, this is a function of the Highway Depart- 
ment, or Department of Public Works. I don't see why we 
have to deal with an outmoded office, when we could 
save money ... by streamlining government." 

To that end, Selectman Andrews responded that 
he has requested the UMass Dartmouth Center for Policy 
Analysis conduct a study of Mattapoisett government — 
much as they did recently for Marion — to see where 
changes need to be made. 

• Line Item 83 - Shellfish Propagation Expenses: 
$10,000. "I think we should be asking ourselves, is this 
absolutely necessary?" asked Mr. Hathaway. "I'd like to 
make a motion that this be deleted from the warrant." 

But Selectman Andrews cautioned: "We have sold 
licenses for shellfishing ... if we don't propogate, we are 
doing a disservice to those people." The motion failed, 
350 to 5.

approved via majority vote, 220 to 30, closing out the first 
night of Town Meeting. 

Convening the second night, Mr. Blasdale con- 
sented he had some people express confusion over the 
way Article 4 was approved with a blanket vote. 

"The way we handle the discussion of our budget 
has been an evolving thing over the years/ 7 he said. "The 
format has essentially been unchanged ... but it has been 
tweaked. Our long tradition of putting the main motion at 
the end of the proceedings appears to have outlived its 
usefulness.

charges, and if the monies I am appropriated runs out, I 
am allowed to use the bank balances to pay the services. 
It's just for backup/ 7 The article passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to approve 
a Recreation Revolving Fund. The article passed, 321 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to sanction 
the construction of a Skate Board Park on town-owned 
property adjacent to the Police Station. 

"This is going to be a privately-funded project, at 
no cost to the taxpayers/ 7 Police Chief Mary Lyons said. "I 
think you saw some of the kids holding signs to approve 
this article. They're just trying to do what they love to do 
and we're trying to give them a place to do it." 

Chief Lyons said the park would be about 13,500 
square feet, slightly reduced from the originally proposed 
18,000 square feet. She said the Mattapoisett Police 
Association established a Skate Board Fund Account and 
has raised $5,300 so far. The park is estimated to cost 
roughly $50,000 and they're hoping to get in-kind service 
donations from area contractors to help with construction. 

"I'm a father of a skater, that's one of the reasons I 
got involved," added Joe Booth. "It seems a shame that in 
our own community we don't have the facilities where 
they can practice their sport. What we've been trying to 
do is provide something for our children. It's not our 
desire to create a problem." 

Resident Caty Fuerman said she supported the 
Skate Board Park, just not the location. "This parcel of 
land is very problematic," she said. "This is almost a 100- 
acre watershed and empties into our harbor. Our harbor is 
at risk. I hope everyone will consider holding their vote 
until these problems with drainage are addressed. I ask 
the committee to consider every other site possible." 

Mr. Booth disagreed: "I can't stress that develop- 
ment of this property can alleviate some of the problems 
you're faced with today," he said. "This Skate Park will 
not add to your problem." 

"The Planning Board strongly supports the 
passing of this article," added Planning Board Chairman 
Bob Rogers. "It is the perfect location for this activity, 
because it is adjacent to the present Police Station and will 
be adjacent to the proposed Fire Station." With that, 
Article 7 passed, 400 to 15.

'To vote in the affirmative for this, is showing 
your intent or desire for clean government/ 7 said peti- 
tioner Daniel Goodman. "We are not here to recall any- 
body tonight. This is not an article to be taken lightly. It 
allows the residents to respond should a town official 
commit a criminal or egregious act/ 7 

"I have never seen an elected official in this town 
act improperly that it would cause me to have them 
recalled, 77 said resident Steve Lombard. "We re-elect 
ordinary citizens to be our leaders in this town, we should 
respect that. I respect the boards for what they do and I 
thank them for what they do. 77 

Article 8 failed upon a hand count called by Town 
Moderator Blasdale, 333 to 23.

Also present for the 
meeting were Selectman Naida Parker, Selectmen Richard 
Nunes, Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Admin- 
istrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met with Police Officer William 
Chamberlain who came before them to discuss a griev- 
ance he filed in regards to a denial of vacation time. 
According to Article 18 in the contract between the Police 
Brotherhood and the Town of Rochester, vacation time 
cannot be denied unless there is an emergency within the 
town. Officer Chamberlain had requested one vacation 
day in the month of April approximately one month in 
advance. The Police Chief subsequently approved his 
request. The day before the requested day off, the cover- 
ing officer reported that he was unable to fulfill his 
obligation to work that day. Therefore, Officer Chamber- 
lain was required to work; his request denied. 

According to the contract between the Police 
Brotherhood and the town, manpower issues are not a 
sufficient reason for denying vacation time. As a result, 
Officer Chamberlain filed a grievance with the chief, 
whereupon the chief agreed that the vacation day should 
have been granted. 

Given the confusion and aggravation caused by 
the system in place for requesting time off, Officer Cham- 
berlain said he would like to see a better system imple- 
mented. 

"This is something we need to address in contract 
negotiations/ 7 said Selectman Parker. In addition, she 
made a motion that the board allow Officer Chamberlain 
an extra day off to compensate for this matter, and they 
unanimously agreed. 

"The whole system seems confusing/ 7 Chairman 
Ryan agreed. "You can't say yes, then say no."

that he will have N-Star reexamine the furnace. 

Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge next met with 
the board to announce the implementation of a Recycling 
Coordinator. A $40,000 state grant has been received and 
it will cover the salary of the person hired for the position. 
The Recycling Coordinator will serve Rochester, 
Acushnet, Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, and Marion, and will 
focus on efficiency in recycling. 

Mr. Eldridge, who is also the town's Tree Warden, 
mentioned that the large maple tree in front of Town Hall 
is split down the center, and infested with insects. He is 
concerned that the tree could fall down, causing damage 
or blocking the road. He suggested cutting the tree down 
or contacting an arborist to see if the tree could be saved. 
The board was in favor of contacting an arborist in the 
hopes of keeping the tree alive and in place. 

Mr. Eldridge also raised the issue of lawn mainte- 
nance for the new Police Station, the new Senior Center 
and the Dexter Lane ball fields. Typically, it has been the 
part-time recycling person within the Highway Depart- 
ment who has taken the responsibility for maintaining the 
town's lawn cutting. With the addition of the new build- 
ings, as well as an increase in recycling duties, the respon- 
sibilities for maintaining the town's properties are eventu- 
ally better-served by a full-time person, according to Mr. 
Eldridge. In the meantime, Mr. Eldridge said he was more 
than willing to continue to do as much as his department 
can.

Highway Department so that it can be submitted to the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) for possible reimbursement. 
"Otherwise you'll only be allotted for what you've been 
doing, not for what you will be doing/ 7 Selectman Nunes 
said. 

The board also discussed the possibility of hiring 
a full-time custodial / maintenance person in the future. 

The board then met with Historic District Com- 
mittee member Susan Adams who discussed the notion of 
a temporary modular building to be used on the Town 
Hall property while the decision is made in regards to 
making the Town Hall compliant with ADA requirements. 
It is the opinion of the Historic District Committee that 
such a unit would be acceptable for a short period of time, 
according to Ms. Adams. 

According to the town's by-laws, such a modular 
building can only be in place for two years. Selectman 
Naida Parker stressed to Ms. Adams that to build an 
addition or to build a new Town Hall would be within a 
5- to 10-year time frame — far exceeding the two-year 
limit for a modular unit. The other option is to work with 
the current building and to make modifications to make it 
handicap accessible. 

Chairman Ryan would like to see this issue raised 
informally at the next Town Meeting. She suggested 
asking the voters present if they are in favor of renovating 
or building a new Town Hall. Ultimately, she said, it is up 
to Ms. Adams and the Historic District Committee to 
decide whether or not to approve the modular unit, given 
that the board cannot guarantee project completion within 
two years. 

Lastly, the board met with members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) to discuss each article on 
the warrant for the upcoming June 3 Annual Town 
Meeting. 

Upon completing a review of the warrant articles, 
the board would later adjourn for the evening.

HOW MUCH TO PUT DOWN? 



Rather frequently the ques- 
tion arises as to how large a de- 
posit a buyer should put down 
or, to put it another way how 
much deposit should the seller 
reasonably require? 

The deposit should be suffi- 
cient to make sure the buyer 
will have good reason to see 
the transaction through and to 
reimburse the seller for taking 
the property off the market and 
other incidental expenses in 
case the buyer defaults. The 
length of time from signing the 
agreement to the date of trans- 
fer may have a bearing. For ex- 
ample, one calling for perfor- 
mance in 90 days, should re- 



quire a substansial deposit. A 
30 day agreement might call 
for less. Beware, however, a 30 
day agreement due to unfore- 
seen circumstances may have 
to be extended and actually re- 
sult in a 60 or 90 day agree- 
ment. 

The term "deposit" as used 
above is to be distinguished 
from "earnest money" which 
is a relatively small payment 
intended to bind a sale until a 
formal agreement can be writ- 
ten.

HEARTWORMS REVISITED 

I don 't believe in giving my dog heartworm medicine. 
What's the big deal? 

Heartworms are common in the area between 
Wareham and Fairhaven. This means that dogs that 
are not on preventative medicine have a high risk of 
being infected by a mosquito that is carrying heart- 
worms. Dogs do not need to come in contact with 
other dogs to get heartworms. 

I don't want to get my dog tested for heartworms. 
If your dog has heartworms, he may die from them. 
He will also be a source of heartworms for other dogs 
in the area that are not on a preventative. So not only 
is your dog at risk, but you are putting other people's 
dogs, cats and ferrets at risk as well.

To the Editor: 

The Old Rochester Regional Junior High School 
Survival Program is celebrating its 30th Anniversary What 
started off as a day trip into the woods of Rochester is now a six- 
day overnight journey into the wilderness of the Berkshire 
Mountains in Western Massachusetts, specifically in the area of 
Northfield, MA. Days of hunger, miles of difficult backpack 
hiking, numerous obstacles, and inconveniences are voluntarily 
embraced by 100-plus eager seventh graders. Important prepa- 
rations and training are part of the physical yet educational 
experience. Besides learning about backpacking, map-reading, 
general survival skills, and tent usage, the students are im- 
mersed in the Connecticut Valley geography, science and history 
The actual sites of the Nipmunk Village Native Americans, 
colonial villages and their ruins, battle locations related to the 
King Philip War, the Colonial Wars, the Revolutionary War, and 
even a cave in which Daniel Shays hid his troops are but a part 
of the history, science, math, and English "field trip." 

Similar to prehistoric and native peoples, the survivors 
and their chaperones entertain each other nightly around the 
campfire with original poetry, songs, skits and stories. The goal 
is to have the seventh graders, with the guidance of 40 or so 
chaperones, help each other make it through the Survival giant 
obstacle course successfully. 

The heart of the program exists in the people who pour 
their time and energy into this community rite of passage. Forty- 
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plus people spend thousands of hours in the preparation before 
the event and during the supervision of this outward bound / 
outdoor educational event. The chaperones consist of approxi- 
mately: eight eighth graders, eight high school students, eight 
college students, eight community adults, and ten Old Rochester 
Regional Junior High School faculty members. The younger 
chaperones watch and learn as the older chaperones involve 
themselves with the seventh grade survival participants: 
pulling, pushing, selling, soothing, and always caring about the 
safety and success of the survivors. 

An Assistant Director of Survival, Judy DeMailly is 
making her 25th Survival journey this year. She is a teacher 
assistant at ORR Junior High School. She has been "mom" to 
over 2,500 participants, not to mention hundreds of chaperones. 
Her "gow" meals have satisfied many famished hikers over the 
years. 

Assistant Director Anne Silva, ORR Junior High School 
Math Teacher (15 years); Mike Munier, Corporate Supervisor (18 
years); and DARE Officer Sergeant Paul Magee (6 years) are the 
pre-, peri- and post-logistic experts of the program. ORR Junior 
High School staff members Bill Keough (12 years); Carol Fletcher 
(12 years); Natalie Eliason (8 years); Margaret Benson (6 years); 
John Johnson (15 years); and T. Grant Lewis (9 years) each have 
an expertise that helps make the program happen. Junior High 
Staff newcomers Kate Souza (3 years); Sue Wheeler (2 years); 
Judy D'Olympia (2 years); and Kelly Ochoa (2 years); are the 
lifeblood for the future of the program. Officer Bob Dumas (4 
years) and School Resource Officer Mitch Suzan (2 years) take a 
week out of their lives and help with chores and medical 
responsibilities.

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House Protects Senior Program 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced recently that the House of 
Representatives approved an amendment he co-spon- 
sored to restore funding for the State's Prescription 
Advantage Program. The action came during House 
consideration on Beacon Hill of the budget for the new 
fiscal year to begin on July 1, 2002. 

The Prescription Advantage Program is the first 
comprehensive and affordable prescription drug insur- 
ance program in the nation for elders and low-income 
persons with disabilities. The amendment will increase 
funding by $1.4 million, protect premiums from being 
increased during the year and require the Governor's 
office to give 90 days notice if they intend to freeze 
enrollment of seniors in the program. 

After a little over a year in existence, the Prescrip- 
tion Advantage Program has been extremely successful 
and currently, approximately 75,000 individuals are 
enrolled in the program.

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Growing Pains

About a Boy. Starring Hugh Grant, Toni Collette, and Nicholas 
Hoult. Directed by Chris Weitz and Paul Weitz. Running time: 
100 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the 
North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Nick Hornby's novel About a Boy is really about two boys: 
Marcus (Nicholas Hoult), a long-suffering and ridiculed 12-year- 
old weathering the instabilities of his depressive divorced mom 
Fiona (Toni Collette), and Will (Hugh Grant), a well-to-do 38- 
year-old loafer who grudgingly takes Marcus under his wing. 
Living comfortably off the royalties of a novelty Christmas song 
("Santa's Super Sleigh, " perhaps Hornby's nod to Melvin and 
Howard) written by his dad, Will isn't quite proud of the fact that 
he does "nothing" (his stock answer when asked what he does), 
though he is proud that he's closing in on 40 without having 
gotten dragged into anything messy or emotional — anything 
meaningful, in other words. 

Hornby specializes in overgrown boys surrounding 
themselves with cocoons of comforting, life-blocking stuff. In 
High Fidelity, adapted into a John Cusack vehicle two years ago, 
it was records and music trivia; here it's the empty, flashy detritus 
of a solitary rich man's flat. Both stories are also inextricably 
linked to music; the novel unfolds during 1993 and 1994, when 
Kurt Cobain nearly killed himself and then succeeded, and is 
named after the Nirvana song "About a Girl." Hornby, who 
occasionally writes music reviews for The New Yorker, obviously 
has pop on the brain. And both stories are about how the 
overgrown boys are forced to mature. 

If the role of Will wasn't written for Hugh Grant, it may as 
well have been. For perhaps the first time, Grant is allowed to 
headline a movie in which he isn't a variation on the amiably 
stammering Englishman he played in Four Weddings and a Funeral. 
He dined out on that for years, even though he'd played different 
kinds of parts before that, and his supporting role as a womanizing 
cad in last year's Bridget Jones's Diary may have been a dry run for 
Will, a decent enough fellow whom one character accurately 
describes as "blank." Well, it's not that he's blank, really — he 
knows there's something missing, he's just too comfortable on the 
couch to go out in the chaos of life and relationships to look for it. 




Grant plays him as a man in transition, with potential that could 
point to triumph or disaster, and manages to paint shades of both 
hope and fear into the performance. 

Marcus (a fine, uncutesy job by newcomer Hoult) needs a 
father figure, or at least, as he puts it, "back-up." Fiona loves him 
as much as she's able, but her unpredictable bouts with depression 
scare him, particularly when one of them almost results in her 
going the way of Kurt Cobain. (Sadly, the script — by directors 
Chris and Paul Weitz of American Pie, along with Peter Hedges of 
What's Eating Gilbert Grave — drops all the book's Nirvana/ 
Cobain references, perhaps because the filmmakers were denied 
the rights to use Nirvana's music or Cobain' s image.) Happily, 
the movie, following Hornby's lead, doesn't do anything so 
cliched as having Will and Fiona fall in love. Instead, Will falls for 
Rachel (Rachel Weisz), a children's book illustrator who assumes 
that Marcus is Will's son, an assumption Will does little to 
dissuade. 

I could' ve done without the "Killing Me Softly" finale (though 
it's amusing to watch Hugh Grant rocking out to Roberta Flack on 
guitar), and the movie's loss of the Kurt Cobain backdrop also 
reduces one of the novel's more interesting characters — Ellie 
(Nat Gastiain Tena), a punkish older girl who takes a liking to 
Marcus. In the book, it's Nirvana that unites them; here nothing 
much seems to bind them together, and she's only in a handful of 
scenes. About a Boy is more successful as a Hugh Grant vehicle 
than as a Nick Hornby adaptation. It should reanimate Grant's 
career as a leading man, though, and it should establish the Weitz 
brothers as filmmakers who can do more than teen lust and pastry 
intimacy.
